LAST SCUBA 
CLASS OFFERED 

The Dive Club will begin their last 
Basic SCUBA Certification Course 
for the year on Monday, August 14, 
at 7 pm. If you would like to learn the 
science of using Self Contained Un- 
derwater Breathing Apparatus, then 
plan on meeting in the Traditions 
Room of the Disney University (lst 
floor of The Center) for registration. 

The total cost for this course is $55 
per student, which includes use of 


SCUBA gear for the entire course, 
open water dives, use of a textbook, 
professional instruction, and mem- 
bership in the Disney Dive Club. 
Each student must furnish their own 
masks, fins and snorkle. 


The course will last six-weeks, 
meeting twice-a-week in the even- 
ings. Each week, you will attend one 
“dry session” in a classroom dealing 
with SCUBA theory, and one ‘wet 
session” putting those theories to 
work. 


At the completion of the course, 
students will receive certification 
from the National Association of Un- 
derwater Instructors (NAUI). Wayne 
Mitchell of our Security Department, 
a long-time NAUI instructor, will 
teach the class.
